the committee in response to its expressed interests and, in 
some cases, specific questions put to your Agency. 

This Committee (pursuant to S. Res. 400 94th Cong.) and 
its predecessor, the Select Committee to Study Governmental 
Operations with Respect to Intelligence Activities, (pursuant 
to S. Res. 21, 94th Cong.) has exchanged with your Agency a 
great deal of (national security) information and documents of 
a very sensitive nature. The history of this free-flow 
exchange of information and documents is an essential part 
of the consultative and deliberative process necessitated by 
the nature of the oversight responsibilities of the Congress. 
In fact, it is essential that this procedure continue undi- 


minished if this Committee is to discharge its obligations

Consistent with 
this approach, strict security procedures are in effect for 
all of the Committee's Gensitive) intelligence activities 
records. 

When this Committee completes its work in an area, a 
determination will be made according to the Senate rules as 
to which of its materials and information can and should be 
released to the public after very careful weighing of all 
the relevant considerations. We strongly request that you 
protect all of this Congressional material and information 
from disclosure outside of your Agency prior to the Committee's 
release of its documents and information in accordance with 
our own procedures. Should you desire to release any SSCI 
material for any purpose, we would request that you obtain 


our approval prior to making such a release. 
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
